e had murdered Mrs. M'Bride sand
with the blood dripping from it rushoed
into the kouss mnd applied it to the
head of the husband until be had sup-
posod be had killed him. He was
now master of the terrible situation
and commenced a search for the gold
which he thought was in the house.—
He succeeded in oblaining, it is said,
about 80,000, when he quit the scene
of bis terrible work.

THE SITUATION DISCOVERED,

Although tho murder was commil-
tod on Tuesday evening, it was not
known by any person but the sssassin
and robber until near noon on Wed-
nesday, when some one had occusion
to go 1o the houso and found Mes, Me-
Bride covered with gore, her skull
fractured, her featares gonerally dis-
torted sod ber inanimate form lying
where she had been stricken down b
the murderer. The crock of mil
which she had placed on the door step
seomed to havo been untouched. The
startled snd horrified discoverer of
the wownan's fate then onkered the
house, where he found Mr. M'Bride
sull hmthinf but perfectly uncon.
scious. IHis head bore abundant evi-
dence of huving beon violontly beaton,
and his face, hands and clothing were
stained with blood, while the floor
contained considorable quantities of
congulated gore.

THE TERRIDLE KEWS SPREADING.

Boon alter the noarer neighbors
wore informed of the tragedy, and by
aftornoon hundreds of people on fool
and in carringes wero hurrying to the
scene.  The moss intense excilement
provailed, and those who witnessed
the bloody corps of Mrs, M’ Bride and
hor almost dead husband were filled
with indignation sgainst the murderer
and threats of lynching were frecly
made. T'he country for miles was
scourod by parties in seach of the sa-
sassin.

THE TELL-TALE GOLD—THE MURDERER
CAUGHT IN A BROTITEL,

On Wednesday night s man-appa-
rently intoxicated and with » swagger-
ing air ontered a house of prostitulion
in Willlamsport and was very extrav-
agunt in the expenditure of his money.
IF: oxhibited moro gold coin than is
ordinarily possessod by individuals,
and the mistress of (ho honse, having
been informoed of the murder near
Linden and of the supposed roblery
of gold, began to suspoct the visitor
a8 l.ﬂ guilty party and alipped to the
outside and communicited her snspic.
fons to the police authborities of Wil
liamport. They soon made thelr ap-
penrance at the house and took iy
man into custody.  Ho was examined,
and in his pockots wero found about
